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SELECTING CONTRACTORS 


"tHE Ministry of Works’ intention to revise present procedure for listing 

possible contractors for its constructional work, reported in our last 
issue, is to be welcomed as a move to ensure that every contractor has a 
fair chance of being considered. But whether the Ministry is going about 
it in the right way is open to doubt. 


The present approved list contains the names of some 17,500 firms, of 
which some 5,000 are general contractors and the remainder specialists. Any 
firm which considers it has the capacity to undertake work for the Ministry 
has always been able to apply to be put on the list but it is believed that 
this was little known among the medium and smaller builders. Before a 
firm is entered on the list the Ministry visits its premises, examines the work 
it has done and takes up references. 


The list had its origin in pre-war days and during the war it was extended 
and kept up to date by information obtained from the Works and Buildings 
Priorities Committee, which kept records of major contractors and their 
capacity. This Committee was abolished in 1946, however, and since then 
the Ministry has relied upon the initiative of contractors for application to 


be included in the list and to keep the Ministry informed of changed 
circumstances. 


Following an investigation, Mr. Harmar Nicholls, Parliamentary Secretary, 
came to the conclusion that the lists were out of date and so in September 
some 96,000 contractors will receive with their annual return form an invitation 
to apply to be placed on the list. Such applications which are judged satis- 
factory will be placed initially on a Provisional List and considered with firms 
on the Approved List when the Ministry draws up lists of firms to be invited 
to tender. Before being invited, the references of such a firm will be taken 
up and its premises and capabilities inspected. If it then comes up to Approved 
List standards it will be transferred to that list. To ensure that the present 
Approved List is up to date those firms on it are to be invited to report 
any changes in their organisation and capabilities; the Ministry particularly 
wants to hear of firms which can now carry out larger jobs than when they 
were first entered on the list. 


This new procedure does not mean that an increase in M.O.W. work is 
envisaged, in fact, the reverse may be the case. On January 1 of this year, 
the Ministry had in force only 871 new works contracts and 618 maintenance 
contracts, so that every firm on the list cannot expect frequent invitations 
to tender. 


Although firms employing less than five men are not going to be encouraged 
to apply it will be surprising if the Ministry is not flooded out with applications 
next September. The Ministry’s invitation is not being extended to specialist 
sub-contractors at this stage but at the same time the Ministry will hardly 
be able to refuse to consider any applications submitted by specialists as there 
is already in being a list of such contractors. In the circumstances, one wonders 
whether it might not have been better if the Ministry, like many local 
authorities, had decided to advertise their contracts as and when they occur, 
inviting firms interested to submit their names from which a number could 
then be invited to tender. When this question was raised by The Contract 
Journal at a conference at the Ministry last week, Mr. Harmar Nicholls indicated 
that initially he had favoured such a procedure, but apparently he has been 
convinced otherwise! 


It is apparently the Ministry’s intention to classify firms on the new lists 
in regions and tenders will be invited regionally. This will be a reasonable 
enough arrangement for the smaller projects but for the larger works obviously 
contractors outside the region will be interested and some major jobs will 
call for bids from National contractors. The procedure in this case appears 
to be that the Ministry will endeavour to invite contractors outside the region 
or rely on the bigger firms to apply to tender. This does not somehow seem 
a very satisfactory arrangement and for the larger jobs at least we would 
urge the Ministry to announce them publicly, inviting applications from 
interested contractors.

 ——_— the buck is a good old English 

custom, often attended by a degree of 
sly humour. I doubt, however, whether 
Mr. C. H. Foden, the surveyor to the 
Hereford Rural District Council, sees any 
humour, siy or otherwise, in it. Not if one 
draws the obvious inferences from a report 
he has presented to his council. 

In the report he complains that some 
architects are giving their clients false in- 
formation about delays in dealing with 
plans, wrongfully implying that the Here- 
ford R.D.C. is responsible. “I have,” 
writes Mr. Foden, “previously men- 
tioned . . . my resentment that certain 
architects in Hereford inform their clients 
that their plans have been deposited for a 
considerable time with me, as the R.D.C. 
surveyor, and subsequent inquiries are 
made by the client which, in the initial 
stages, infer delays and lack of attention 
to these plans. I tell people, as they make 
these inquiries, that everyone can make a 
nistake, but investigation has invariably 
shown that no such plans have ever been 
deposited, and that this office is being used 
as the architect’s excuse for not attending 
to the client’s instructions.” 

I have a suspicion that Mr. Foden’s plight 
is shared by his opposite numbers in other 
localities up and down the country. If my 
suspicions are well-founded, I would sug- 
gest that they take heed of Mr. Foden’s 
proposals for dealing with the situation. 
They are given in his report, in which he 
adds: “I am content, at the moment, to 
report on the above matter only, but if 
there is a recurrence and the Public Health 
and Water Committee concurs, obviously 
further action should be taken in fairness 
to the reputation of this council. Unless 
the committee specifically instruct me not 
to do so, it is my intention in future to 
name in my report those architects who 
have given their clients false information 
regarding deposited plans.”

His family has 
lived in the district for over 60 years and 
when he left school and decided to become 
a builder he set himself up in business in 
Edmonton. It flourished. Today that 
business is no more. This is what Mr. 
Clarke says happened. He was established 
in Cumberland Road, Edmonton, and was 
doing well when, in 1957, the council made 
a compulsory purchase order on the land 
he was using. Mr. Clarke found another 
site in Montagu Road. Before purchasing 
he took legal advice and also contacted 
the council who told him the land was 
free from restrictions. He then bought 
the land and submitted plans for a two- 
storey building on it which the council 
approved. Then he sought permission to 
use the remainder of the land for a builder’s 
yard. The council refused that permission, 
informing Mr. Clarke that it wanted the 
land for a car park and proposed making a 
compulsory purchase order on it. Mr. 
Clarke appealed and, following a public 
inquiry, his appeal was allowed, the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment holding that a builder’s yard was a 
necessary adjunct to a builder's office. 

You might think that this settled the 
matter. Not on your life. The Edmonton 
council then made a compulsory purchase 
order in respect of the whole of the site 
including that part on which Mr, Clarke 
proposed to erect his office, the plans for 
which the council had already approved. 
By this time Mr. Clarke had spent about 
£200 on levelling the office site and had 
transferred plant there from various small 
depots. His office in Cumberland Road 
had been closed and nothing could be 
done at Montagu Road. He tried to run 
his business from his home address but for 
various reasons this was unsatisfactory, so 
once again he appealed against the council's 
decision. This appeal was dismissed, so 
Mr. Clarke is now in the position of having 
lost his site in Cumberland Road to the 
council and having had the council take 
over the land he bought in Montagu Road. 
He is still waiting for payment for this land, 
and he doesn’t know whether he will get 
as much as he paid for it.

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ACTIVITIES AT BUILDING RESEARCH STATION 
Recent Work of Interest to Engineers 


7 whole field of building research 

has recently been reviewed by the 
Director of Building Research”. It 
ranges over all aspects of the structural 
and functional behaviour of buildings, 
and embraces also. the 
materials of construction, 
the construction processes, 
and the costs both of these 
and of subsequent main- 
tenance. 


For the engineer, the work 
on structural behaviour, on 
materials of construction in- 
cluding the ground of the 
foundation), and on construc- 
tion processes and costs is of 
most interest. In this, the 
third periodical review of 
work at the Building Research 
Station, recent Papers on each 
of these subjects will be 
briefly referred to. A biblio- 
graphy is given at the end. 


Structural theory is the engi- 
neer’s main guide in building 
design, supplementing, and at 
the same time nourishing, his 
creative intuition. It has a 
long history, though, in its 
present form, it is still com- 
paratively young. One of the 
Station’s engineers, in a short 
series of Papers™, has traced 
some of this history, with the 
intention of showing some- 
thing of the roles that different 
types of theory can play in 
design. In the past, theory 
was directly concerned with 
the forms that embodied a 
structure, so that its role was 
a very direct one. Today, it 
is concerned more with ab- 
stractions such as forces and 
stresses and strains that are 
independent of any particular 
form, so that its role must 
always be a less direct one. It is also, 
now, a more varied role. The use 
made of modern theory by a Maillart, a 
Nervi or a Torroja is very different from 
the use made of it by a designer who 
details a structure solely in accordance 
with the relevant Codes of Practice. 

Structural research at the Building Re- 
search Station is aimed partly at extending 
the general body of structural theory and 
partly at codifying this general body of 
theory into Codes of Practice and similar 
Standards. Some programmes are under- 
taken specifically to help in the redrafting 
of a particular Code. A recent example 
has been a series of tests“ designed to 
check one of the revisions in the latest 
issue of B.S.449, “The Use of Structural 
Steel in Building.” This relates to the 
load-carrying capacity of concrete-encased 
steel stanchions subjected to axial and 
eccentric loading. 

In the 1948 edition of the Standard, the 
only structural benefit the designer could 
derive from such encasement was a reduc- 
tion in the assumed slenderness ratio of 
the stanchion due to the stiffening effect 
of the concrete. It has been shown that 
such stanchions can in fact be safely 
treated as composite sections in which a 
Proportion of thg direct load is carried 
by the concrete, acting at a stress of 1/30 
of that in the steel. In the latest version 
of the Standard, design on this basis is 
allowed with the proviso that the working 
load shall not exceed twice that of the 
corresponding bare steel stanchion. This 
can result in savings of up to 30 per cent. 
In the weight of steel section required. 


Reinforced Concrete 


Recent work on reinforced concrete has 
been concentrated on lightweight aggre- 


gates and on shear. An increase in the 
production of reliable lightweight aggre- 
gates in this country has prompted an 
extensive investigation into their use in 
reinforced concrete. The first results of 


this work have now been summarised™,

They do not yet permit an exact predic- 
tion of the degree of protection against 
corrosion afforded by lightweight con- 
cretes, but they do suggest that corrosion 
is influenced more by the thickness of the 
cover provided and the quality of the con- 


crete than by the nature of the aggregate. 

Comparative tests, using normal and 
lightweight aggregates, on reinforced con- 
crete beams designed to fail by a break- 
down of the bond between the concrete 
and round mild-steel bars, show that the 
bond strength developed by lightweight 
concretes is less than that developed by 
a dense concrete of the same crushing 
strength. The bond stresses permitted by 
CP.114 should therefore be reduced. 

The influence of shear on the strength 
of normal reinforced concrete beams is 
much more complex than present Codes 
of Practice imply. There are so many 
interacting variables that a comprehensive 
and practical method of design for shear 
is not easily arrived at and the relevant 
recommendations of the current Code do 
not appear to be adequate. 

A contribution™ to the discussion on a 
recent American Paper, includes a sum- 
mary of work at the Building Research 
Station on shear strength under repeated 
loading. For practical purposes a beam 
may be considered to have failed in shear 
when a main diagonal crack has developed, 
although the load at which this occurs may 
be less than the maximum load which the 
beam could sustain. Using this criterion 
of failure, if a pulsating load is superim- 
posed upon a static load representing the 
design dead load, the highest value which 
can be applied for 1,000,000 cycles without 
such cracking is only about 70 per cent. 
of that sustained in static tests. 

Another note describes a static load- 
ing test on a specially prepared beam in 
which a thin former was used during 
casting to produce two smooth-sided 
cracks similar in extent and position to 
the flexural cracks observed in other beams 
just before the onset of the main diagonal 
crack. The low failing load compared 
with that of a normal beam suggests that 
the forces developed by the interlocking 
of the aggregate along flexural cracks play 
an important part in determining the load 
at which the diagonal crack that will ulti- 
mately cause failure is likely to appear. 


Wind Loading 


Wind loading on buildings can present 
many different problems. A_ recently 
issued Digest™ explains how the result 
of meteorological observations have been

cast with different aggregates, three lightweight and one normal.

beams has been loaded initially until it cracked and then kept under load 
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interpreted in the design recommendations 
given in CP.3, Chapter V. This Digest 
also discusses the results of recent wind- 
tunnel tests on models of rectangular 
buildings with mono-pitched roofs with 
little slope, which show that with this 
form of construction the most severe con- 
ditions are likely to occur when the wind 
blows obliquely to the faces of the build- 
ing. A more reliable method 
of estimating the wind forces 
on flat and shallow pitched 
roofs is proposed, to be used 
in conjunction with a load 
factor of three against uplift 
and overturning. 


One Paper® comes from 
the Soil Mechanics Division 
of the Station. It gives details 
of the mechanical and physical 
properties of London Clay at 
depths between 50ft. and 
160ft. These have been de- 
termined from samples taken 
at the working face during 
tunnelling operations at a 
number of sites, and also by 
a study of the appearance of 
the working faces as mining 
proceeded. 

The importance of this type 
of investigation to supplement 
the findings of borehole ex- 
poration is twofold. Firstly, 
visual observation at the 
tunnel face can throw light on 
structural characteristics of 
the formation that are not 
revealed by normal boring 
methods. Secondly, the oppor- 
tunity can be taken to obtain 
relatively large samples for 
laboratory tests with the mini- 
mum risk of disturbance. 
Tests on specimens prepared 
in this way expose some short- - 
comings of the use of bored 
samples for the determination 
of physical characteristics, and 
indicate that the clay is Loading 
stronger and less compressible 
than these samples suggest. 

A new series of Papers under the general 
title “Factory Building Studies” will deal 
with many aspects of design. In the first‘, 
the particular case of the multi-storey 
factory is discussed, and the wide range 
of considerations that can influence both 
its main conception and the finer points 
of detail is outlined. Multi-storey con- 
struction may sometimes offer immediate 
economic advantages in terms of factory 
organisation and initial cost, but its long- 
term efficiency depends largely upon the 
exent to which changes in functional re- 
quirements can be predicted and accom- 
modated. An adequate appraisal of the 
effects of possible changes in manu- 
facturing techniques is therefore a pre- 
requisite of a satisfactory design. 

The fourth study of this series” deals 
with design loads. Self-weights of the 
structure and its cladding should be simple 
to estimate, but this is not true of the 
superimposed loading. This loading may 
arise from so many different sources, tem- 
porary or permanent, that it is difficult to 
assess it with the accuracy that is desirable 
for economic design. To assist in this 
assessment, data have been compiled on 
the loads imposed by many types of 
machine, ancillary plant, service equipment 
and fittings. The importance of antici- 
pating future requirements, rather than 
designing solely for the present, is again 
stressed. 

Water Supply 


Research on public water supply 
and drainage is proceeding along 
several lines. The high incidence 


of failures in underground drainage 
pipelines not due to faulty workmanship 
has prompted a detailed investigation 
into their design and construction. This 
has involved numerous laboratory tests 
using both ceramic and concrete pipes, 
and also a study of a large number of 
failures that have occurred in practice. 
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The investigation is described in two 
Papers“, “2 and in two Digests“», These 
recommend laying procedures which, in 
some cases, depart markedly from current 
practice. With both concrete and ceramic 
pipes the difficulties of making the pipe- 
line sufficiently strong to withstand the 
many combinations of loading that may be 
imposed on it are increased if rigid joints

are used. By the use of rubber flexible 
telescopic joints, some displacement of line 
of one pipe relative to the next, such as 
may result from local earth movements, 
can be safely accommodated, and the risk 
of failure due to thermal and moisture 
movements is reduced. For these joints to 
be effective, any concrete bed beneath the 
pipes must be discontinuous where the 
joints occur. A further advantage of their 
use is that time can be saved and the risk 
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of damage reduced by testing and back- 
filling immediately after completion of each 
section, 

The laboratory tests have shown little 
justification for the practice of providing 
in-situ. concrete surrounds for large. 
diameter concrete pipes, Under normal 
site conditions, the benefits are likely to 
be small in relation to the cost, and pipes 
that are sufficiently strong in themselves 
are to be preferred. Such pipes are now 
available in this country. 

Recent developments relating to 
domestic plumbing and sanitation are con- 
sidered“ in contributions to a symposium 
convened by the Royal Society of Health. 
The consumption of water has increased 
so much in recent years that wastage by 
the consumer has become a much more 
serious matter. It can arise either from 
defects developed in an appliance or 
through the use of an appliance that is 
inherently wasteful. To reduce such waste, 
attempts are being made to improve the 
design of fittings. 

In the design of above-ground drainage 
systems, the application of scientific prin- 
ciples has already led to considerable 
economies, and attention has recently been 
focused on the possibility of extending 
the now familiar “single-stack plumbing” 
system for two-storey houses to high flats 
and public buildings. Recommendations 
are given in a Station Digest“. Numerous 
other Papers deal with construction and 
costs, 


Mechanical Equipment 


The use of mechanical equipment on 
the building site is growing rapidly. Most 
noticeable are the cranes, now available 
in a wide range that is described in another 
Digest", Other Papers dealing with 
equipment look more closely at one type 
of crane—a Continental climbing crane 
designed for use on buildings of eight or 
more storeys''?—and describe smaller 
pieces of equipment developed at the 
Building Research Station for use in the 
lifting and placing of concrete and 
mortar“ “9 and in the loading of packed 
bricks on to a lorry? @), 

General questions of administration, site 
organisation and cost control are con- 
sidered in three Papers. One is particu- 
larly concerned with cost control?) and 
the others with the increasing dependence 
of productivity on efficient site organisa- 
tion and office administration?» °® as 
more mechanical plant is introduced.

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SYDENHAM BY-PASS, NORTHERN IRELAND 
Main Approach Road to Belfast 


— Sydenham By-pass, which will 
form the main approach road to 
Belfast from the residential areas of 
Holywood and Bangor, is 2} miles long 
and runs from just outside the city’s 
boundary almost into the centre of 
Belfast. It has dual carriageways, each 
22ft. wide, two 9ft. wide cycle tracks 
and two footpaths, 6ft. wide. The cen- 
tral reservation is 5ft. wide along the 
major part of the by-pass, because of 
the restricted width of land available. 

Four major bridges have been needed on 
the project. The largest of these is the 
Ballymacarrett viaduct, which carries the 
by-pass at a skew over a railway yard at 
the Ballymacarrett Junction. The bridge 
is 710ft. long and has 10 spans, eight of 
74ft. and two of 54ft. The deck is 84ft. 
wide. 

Prestressed Beams 


The 74ft. spans are formed of “I’’ section 
precast prestressed concrete beams. The 
beams, which were cast on the site, were 
stressed on the Magnel-Blaton system, and 
were then placed side by side and trans- 
versely stressed on the Lee-McCall system; 
the joints between were grouted., 

Apart from several special beams, the 
54ft. spans are formed of hollow box- 
section prestressed concrete beams. These 
were factory produced on the long line 
pre-tensioned system and were again laid 
side by side and transversely stressed on 
the Lee-McCall system. 

The bridge piers are mainly of mass 
concrete, and are carried on 440 piles, 
varying in length from 30ft. to 45ft. About 
half the piles are of precast reinforced 
concrete and the remainder are of in-situ 
reinforced concrete. Each pile is designed 
to carry a load of 50 tons. 

The Dee Street bridge has been built 
to carry a minor road over the by-pass 
and over a two-track railway. The section 
over the new road is a twin-arch portal- 
framed structure of reinforced concrete; 
over the railway track, precast prestressed 
concrete beams were used. 

An existing bridge has had to be widened 
to carry the by-pass over the Connswater 
river, The continuous slab bridge has a

total length of 150ft., consisting of two 
spans of 25ft., two of 30ft. and one of 
40ft., to match the spans of the existing 
bridge. 

The Tillysburn bridge carries the new 
road over a two-track railway at a 
very acute angle. As the skew was so 


is 8in. thick and is made up of two 
courses: the bottom course is 6in. thick 
and the top course 2in. thick. Mild steel 
reinforcement was laid between the two 
courses, Expansion joints were sawn at 
30ft. intervals, and were provided with 
dowels. A longitudinal joint with tie bars

so great, it was decided to span the rail- 
way on the square, giving a bridge 200ft. 
wide and with a 33ft. span. The bridge 
deck is of factory-made prestressed con- 
crete beams, of inverted “T” section, pro- 
duced on the long line system. The spaces 
between the beams are filled with in-situ 
concrete. 

The by-pass itself is of reinforced con- 
crete for one mile of its length. The slab

was constructed along the centre line of 
each carriageway. 


The remaining 14 miles of the by-pass 
will be surfaced with asphalt laid on two 
courses of vibrated stome, each course 
being laid in two 44in. layers. The top 
course of vibrated stone was blended with 
crusher dust. A 34in. layer of bituminous 
macadam was then put down and surface 
dressed. Two courses of asphalt will be 
laid within a year of the opening of the 
road to traffic.

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EVOLUTION OF NUCLEAR PLANT DESIGN 


Future Reactors to Give Cheaper Power 


‘THE development of nuclear power 
was outlined by Sir Christopher 
Hinton, chairman of the Central Elec- 
tricity Generating Board, during a 
lecture given at the Royal Society’s 
Tercentenary Celebrations in London 
last week. 


The foundations of the atomic energy 
industry were paid for with defence funds, 
he said. This applied even to the Calder 
Hall reactors which were built primarily 
for plutonium production and generated 
electric power as a by-product. However, 
little further research and development in 
the industrial field could now be charged to 
a defence budget. 

Three important changes had taken place 
since the British nuclear programme was 
launched in 1955. The cost of conventional 
power had fallen by more than 10 per cent.; 
the credit for plutonium (a by-product of 
commercial reactors) had been drastically 
reduced, and interest rates had risen. Asa 
result of these changes, nuclear power 
from the plants now being ordered would 
cost about 25 per cent. more than from the 
best conventional plants built concurrently 
and operated under similar load conditions. 


Nuclear Stations Justified 


The plans of nuclear power had also been 
affected by the change in short- and long- 
term forecasts of coal supplies, and the 
programme was last revised in June, 1960. 
Nevertheless, a programme involving the 
construction of many successive nuclear 
power stations, each of which would be less 
economical than conventional stations, was 
still justified in view of the promise that 
nuclear reactors would give cheaper power 
than could be obtained from conventional 
fuels at a reasonable date in the future. 

Nuclear power would be made cheaper by 
using higher temperatures in the heat cycle. 
But advances in technology, bringing down 
the cost of power were still taking place in 
the conventional field. 


Turning to capital costs of conventional 
plant, Sir Christopher pointed out that 
from the earliest days of the steam engine 
there had been a continuous fall in the 
cost per unit of output. Looking to the 
future, other factors had to be taken into 
account such as the transport of large 
generating units to site and the stiffness 
of interconnection of the electricity Grid 
system. It was also necessary to forecast 
the cost of fuel, and this was far more 
uncertain than forecasting capital cost and 
thermal efficiences, either in the conven- 
tional or the nuclear power plant fields. 

If, with atomic power, we could achieve 
the same top temperatures in the heat 
cycle that were used in conventional power 
stations, nuclear power could today be 
cheaper than conventional power. The 
lower temperature of nuclear plants was 
entirely due to problems within the reactor. 
Primary problems involved the material 
used for canning the fuel elements, the 
fuel itself, and the behaviour of the 
graphite moderator under heat and irradia- 
tion. 


Secondary Problems 


Secondary problems were those of 
reactor stability and control which became 
more acute when higher ratings and burn- 
ups were used. With the low burn-ups 
used at Windscale, the reactors had a 
negative temperature coefficient and were 
self-regulating. At higher burn-ups the 
build-up of plutonium reversed that part 
of the temperature coefficient which was 
associated with the graphite. The overall 
effect was that control should be by move- 
ment of the control rods, and care should be 
taken to see that departure from normality 
could not be too rapid to be corrected with 
absolute certainty. 


Xenon poisoning also became more acute 


at higher ratings and could make it difficult 
to restart the reactor after a shut-down. 
It was fortunate that the fuel element 
temperature coefficient remained negative 
and was strong enough to give an effective 
stabilising influence on rapid transients. 


Engineering Construction 


Sir Christopher also dealt with problems 
of engineering construction which were 
mainly connected with the pressure system. 
These problems—of fabrication, brittle 
fracture, welding and design—were re- 
duced by the use of higher fuel element 
ratings because the dimensions of the pres- 
sure vessel for a given heat output were 
reduced. 

The advanced graphite reactor was de- 
signed to achieve a bulk gas outlet tempera- 
ture of 510 degrees C although the gas flow 
was so arranged that the pressure shell was 
exposed only to gas at 320 degrees C which 
had passed through the heat exchangers. 
Either beryllium or stainless steel could 
be used for canning the uranium oxide 
fuel. Capital cost of the first industrial 
reactors of the A.G.R. type were estimated 
at between £95 and £80 per kilowatt (sent 
out) and they would generate power at a 
cost of between 0.55d. and 0.50d. per unit 
or perhaps a little less at a load factor of 
75 per cent. 

The downward trend in cost of the 
nuclear power plants being built by the 
C.E.G.B. could be closely estimated. 


Capacity Cost

From the general picture, three distinct

It was probable that there would be a 
period during which the two types of 
reactors, A.G.R. and Calder, would over- 
lap, and orders for A.G.R. stations would 
be interspersed between orders for Calder 
type stations until ultimately the more 
technically advanced A.G.R. showed a 
clear operating cost advantage over the 
older type. : 


Research and Development 


“It is disquieting, however, to compare 
the research and development effort which 
is devoted to bringing down costs in the 
two fields’ (of conventional and nuclear 
power), continued Sir Christopher. In 
analysing these costs, he stated that in the 
conventional field, research and develop- 
ment costs were of the order of 5 per cent. 
of the capital value of power plants built. 
Information was not available to determine 
the corresponding figure in the nuclear 
field, but assuming that the cost of the 
nuclear sections of the power plants to be 
built for the Central Electricity Generating 
Board in the years 1965-1975 was rather 
less than £50m. per year, it seemed im- 
probable that research and development 
costs, if effort were maintained at its 
present level, would be likely to be less 
than 30 per cent. 


It was probable that by the time the 
A.G.R. went into use, research and develop- 
ment expenditure on the development 
of the Windscale prototype would 
have been of the order of £30m. Yet it 
was possible that the number of power 
stations built by the Generating Board 
using this type of reactor would be less 
than 10. 
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By the mid-1970’s, advances to higher 
temperatures and higher ratings were likely 
to make the introduction of another 
thermal reactor necessary. The High Tem. 
perature Gas-cooled Reactor was an effort 
to meet the problem by using the graphite 
as a canning material for the fuel and thus 
replacing it as the fuel elements were 
changed. Using enriched uranium in cera- 
mic form in a semi-homogeneous system, 
this reactor, should, if successful, make it 
possible to achieve a temperature of over 
1,000 degrees C in the heat cycle. 


The Alternative 


If such a system using a replaceable 
graphite moderator could not be evolved, 
the alternative would be to use heavy 
water as a moderator so that radiation 
damage could be repaired or removed 
during circulation. It would then pro. 
bably be convenient to use steam instead 
of CO, as a coolant. 

Reverting to research costs, in the 
nuclear field, Sir Christopher asked how 
long could the electricity industry justify 
costs of about 30 per cent. of capital ex. 
penditure. 

“Remembering that the demand for 
electricity has a doubling period of 10 
years, that the total fuel requirements of 
the Generating Board (expressed as coal 
equivalent) are now 54,000,000 tons per 
year and will rise to 90,000,000 tons per 
year by 1970, and remembering that it is 
improbable that sufficient British mined 
coal would be available to meet the Board’s 
total fuel requirement by some date in the 
1970's, it appears reasonable to aim at 
continuing the high rate of advance of 
nuclear technology to the point where 
nuclear power breaks even in cost with 


conventional power; we shall then have 
room to manoeuvre in a _ three fuel 
economy. After that date, which is not 


remote, it is surely reasonable to think 
that research on reactor technology should 
be justified by savings which can be ex- 
pected to arise from its industrial applica- 
tion.” 

Sir Christopher concluded by referring 
to the effect of the injection of defence 
technology into industrial practice. ‘“* One 
wonders,” he said, ‘“ whether the injection 
of these developments into the industrial 
field has not over-stimulated some indus- 
tries in a way which makes it hard to live 
with them while diverting effort from 
others.” 


WORK BEGUN ON 19-STOREY 
STEPNEY FLATS 


Work has started on the erection of a 
19-storey block of flats near the junction 
of Hanbury Street and Old Montague 
Street, Stepney. Although still taller blocks 
are planned, it is the highest yet under 
construction by the L.C.C. 

This 180ft. block will contain 73 flats. 
Electric floor heating, two high-speed lifts 
and internal mechanically ventilated bath- 
rooms and W.C.s are to be installed. The 
windows of living rooms above the IIth 
storey will be double-glazed to improve 
insulation. Tenants’ stores, a transformer 
chamber, water storage and booster pumps 
will be housed in the semi-basement. 

The block forms part of a £232,553 con- 
tract awarded to Rush and Tompkins, 
Ltd., Sidcup, for the first phase of develop- 
ment of the 5.54 acre area bounded by 
Hanbury Street, Old Montague Street and 
Greatorex Street, Stepney. Eventually 
the L.C.C. plans to provide 210 dwellings 
on this site—73 flats in the high block, 
three terraces of two-storey houses ag a 
two-storey block of old people’s,.dwellings, 
and 92 flats and maisonnettes”in a SixX- 
storey block to the west. Beside dwellings, 
27 garages, parking space for 24 cars, a 
toddlers’ play area and other amenities are 
to be provided. 

The present stage of building, will in- 
clude the erection of the, 9¥Storey block, 
the two-storey “block: 6f ffats*37 tenants’ 
stores, seven garages, parking space for 
nine cars and the toddlers’ play space. 
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WORK OF NORTHERN IRELAND HOUSING TRUST 


Current and Future Building 


URING the year ended March 31, 
1960, 927 dwellings were com- 
pleted by the Northern Ireland Housing 
Trust, states the 15th annual report 
of the Trust. On March 31, the total 
number built was 21,567 and 3,038 
were under contract. In addition land 
was in the possession of the Trust for 
a further 4,250 dwellings. 

The capital cost of houses built by the 
Trust is met by loans which run for 60 
years and the rents are very largely deter- 
mined by the rate of interest charged on 
these loans and by the amount of the 
yearly subsidy paid by the Government. 
If the rate of interest is raised by one per 
cent. and if the subsidy remains unchanged 
then the computed rent on the average 
house is thereby increased by five shillings 
per week for 60 years. In 1957, under 
the Government’s monetary policy, the rate 
of interest on long-term loans was fixed 
at the unprecedented height of 6} per cent. 
and the Trust felt compelled to curtail its 
building programme drastically. 

In 1958 an extra subsidy was given by 
the Northern Ireland Government to help 
to meet the exceptionally high interest rate 
and in the year 1958/59 fresh contracts 
for 2,351 dwellings were placed. This 
extra subsidy was reduced in 1959 and 
ceased on January 1, 1960, interest rates 
having somewhat fallen. The current 
interest rate is 5% per cent. 

This is a high rate to pay for 60 years, 
continues the report. It means that flats 
and houses being built at present are, in 
most instances, let at rents below current 
costs but, under the Trust’s rent policy, 
all housing costs are being covered by the 
aggregate of rents received from all Trust 
houses together with the annual housing 
subsidy. Recent tenders show that prices 
are rising and are now higher than in 1958. 

There is a considerable lapse of time 
before a reduction in the number of con- 
tracts placed is reflected in the figure of 
houses completed. Only 927 dwellings 
were completed in the year 1959/60, this 
being the result of the small number of 
new contracts placed in 1957. The small 
number of houses completed in 1959/60 
also reflects a rate of building slower than 
in most previous years in spite of excellent 
weather. The slower rate of building was 
caused by the scarcity of some types of 
skilled workers, notably joiners, and by 
other demands on the building trade. This 
scarcity is continuing and may affect the 
Trust’s ability to step up the rate of build- 
ing in the immediate future. 


Current and Future Building 


The following details of current and 
future building by the Trust are given in 
the report. 

Belfast Area. Two-thirds of the houses 
built during the year were around Belfast: 
at Rathcole, Rushpark and Greenisland 
on the northern side of the city, at Seymour 
Hill, Dunmurry on the southern side, and 
on the east at Braniel and at Redburn, 
Holywood. By the end of the year 9,268 
houses had been completed in the area 
and a further 2,026 were under contract, 
making a total of 11,294 dwellings. 

As building spreads beyond the city 
boundary there comes a point when it is 
no longer feasible to extend the original 
water and sewerage facilities and other 
services, so that entirely new works be- 
come necessary. As these take years to 
plan and construct, sites for large-scale 
development must be decided upon long 
in advance. Although in the past the 
Trust sometimes encountered serious diffi- 
culties in securing these services it was 
usually possible to arrange for their pro- 
Vision in time to avoid the start of new 
building being unduly delayed. 

The Trust hopes in the coming year to 


place further contracts at Andersonstown, 
Belvoir Park, Dunmurry, Greenisland, 
Rathcoole and Suffolk on land already in 
its possession. The acquisition of more 
land, particularly on the east side of 
Belfast where the large Braniel estate will 
soon be completed, becomes urgently 
necessary if the building programme is to 
be sustained in future years, and proposals 
have been made to secure additional exten- 
sive sites. 

In the selection of new sites the Trust 
finds itself confronted by the difficult and 
important problems raised by the expan- 
sion of the built-up area around Belfast. 
Since 1943 these problems have been dis- 
cussed in various reports submitted to the 
Government. Just recently the Govern- 
ment invited Professor Robert H. Matthew, 
C.B.E., F.R.I.B.A., to advise on the future 
planning of the area. The Trust under- 
stands that Professor Matthew has been 
asked to make an interim report and, when 
this is received, it is hoped that the 
Government and the planning authorities 
concerned will find it possible to decide 
quickly where development will be allowed 
to take place. 

Londonderry City. Building has con- 
tinued under two contracts at Foyle Hill, 
an extension of the large Creggan estate, 
and at Belmont, outside the County 
Borough boundary. 

Recently the Trust agreed to investigate 
the possibility of redeveloping a very large 
area in the centre of the city consisting 
mostly of unfit houses. 

Ballyclare. A contract has been let 
recently for 61 dwellings. This will carry 
a stage further the development of the site 
on which 163 houses have already been 
built. 

Ballymena. Two estates have already 
been built and it is proposed to develop 
a third. A site has been selected on the 
south side of the Braid River opposite the 
Adair estate. As part of this development, 
it is proposed to construct a new road 
which will give direct and improved access 
from the Larne Road to the centre of the 
town. 

Banbridge. Land alongside the Glencar 
estate was purchased in 1954 but building 
was deferred. On this site 10 bungalows 
for old people are at present being built 
for the Trustees of the late Mary Adams, 
a native of Banbridge who died in New 
Zealand, leaving a fund for the purpose. 
In addition work is about to start on 108 
houses for the Trust. 

Coleraine. At the Laurel Hill estate 
136 houses had been completed by the 
end of the year and a further 106 dwellings 
were being built. This is the Trust’s third 
estate in Coleraine, and it was embarked 
on to enable Chemstrand, Ltd., to recruit 
skilled staff from outside the locality for 
this important new industry. The first 80 
dwellings are occupied by employees of 
the firm. The Company is now extending 
and further houses will be needed to meet 
its requirements. 

Downpatrick. It is proposed to invite 
tenders in the near future for 40 dwellings 
on land at Kary Hill just outside the urban 
boundary. 

Enniskillen. The building of the 56 
dwellings which are being added to the 
existing estate has proceeded at a disap- 
pointingly slow rate, but the first of these 
should soon be handed over. 

Galgorm. A site was bought in 1952 
but its development had to be deferred 
pending the provision of water and sewer- 
age by the Rural District Council. Work 
has begun on 67 houses. 

Larne. Previous annual reports have 
dealt at some length with the need for 
houses following new industrial develop- 
ment in the town. The Trust’s estate of 
over 1,000 houses on the Cairncastle Road 
is almost complete, The estate is some 


distance from the centre of the town, and 
is approached by a steep hill. Many of 
the tenants are from other parts of 
Northern Ireland or from England and 
there has been an exceptionally large 
number of changes in tenancy. In these 
circumstances a feeling of being a com- 
munity has been slow to develop. A 
primary school on the estate is almost 
ready for use and recently the Trust has 
made accommodation available for social 
activities, and further shops have been 
completed. With these facilities it is 
hoped that the estate will now feel itself 
more of a community as well as part of 
the enlarged borough. 


Lisburn. Four estates have been built 
in Lisburn since 1945, and the purchase 
of a further site at Roseville has been 
almost completed, on which it is hoped to 
start building in the autumn. This site, 
which will complete the post-war develop- 
ment by the Council and the Trust of the 
east side of Lisburn up to the River Lagan, 
will accommodate 150 dwellings. 

With the spread of building from Belfast, 
Lisburn may now be regarded as in the 
outer Belfast area and, although the Trust 
and the council have built a large number 
of houses, the pressure continues. The 
Trust has therefore decided to acquire 
further land and has recently obtained 
planning approval for a sixth site and 
negotiations for its purchase are about 
to be opened. The site proposed is of 
about 100 acres on the south side of the 
town between the Moira and Ballinderry 
roads and its development will provide a 
steady flow of houses for some years ahead. 


Lurgan. The construction of the 48 
houses being added to the existing estate 
is well advanced and the Trust is in the 
process of selecting another site for a 
substantial number of houses. 

Newcastle. The Trust is at present 
negotiating for a site for 50 houses. 

Portadown. In 1955, when the Redman- 
ville estate was built, a portion of land 
was left undeveloped as sewerage could 
not be provided at the time. This is now 
available and the Trust and the Borough 
Council have recently agreed, in broad 
outline, on a layout plan for about 400 
dwellings on the land already owned by 
the Trust and on land owned by the 
Council which the Trust will take over. 
This development will necessitate the 
eventual removal of 27 unfit houses in 
Charles Street. 


Omagh. Here the Trust is building for 
the council on three sites already de- 
veloped by the council and the first houses 
have recently been handed over. The total 
number of houses being built on the three 
sites is 100. 

Seapatrick. A small scheme of 30 
houses is almost complete. The Trust 
and the rural district council propose to 
consider in the immediate future the 
question of redeveloping land adjacent to 
the site, which contains a large number of 
unfit houses. 

Whitehead. Tenders for 64 houses will 
be invited during the coming summer. 


Redevelopment Schemes 


Armagh. Work has commenced on the 
redevelopment of Callan Street. In the 
initial phase 40 new houses are being 
built, some on vacant ground and the 
remainder on the site of unfit houses which 
will be demolished. Eventually 36 houses 


will have been demolished and 60 new 
dwellings built. 
Cookstown. The scheme of 61 dwellings 


was completed in April 1960. Altogether 
59 dwellings were pulled down and the 
tenants, together with some applicants on 
the general housing list, were housed «7 
the same site.

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THE PROBLEM OF LAND SCARCITIES 


Minister Outlines Government Policy 


— common sense remedy for high 

prices was to encourage more land 
to come on the market, and that was 
exactly the course the Government 
were pursuing, stated Mr. Henry 
Brooke, Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, during a debate in the 
Commons last week. 

There was no truth whatever in any 
allegation that the total amount of land 
allocated for building throughout the 
country was inadequate, he said. There 
was no need for some form of central 
independent inquiry into future housing 
and building needs. The problem was 
essentially a local one and not a national 
one. In most parts outside the tentacles 
of big prosperous cities and places along 
the coasts which were particularly attrac- 
tive for building there had been no unusual 
rise in land values. 


On the subject of green belts, the 
Minister said that the Government were 
not going to let them go. He advised 


people who were still trying to detect loop- 
holes or weaknesses in what he had said 
about green-belt policy to give up their 
faithlessness, because green belts were 
going to stay. 

There was no doubt that the existence 
of a green belt tended to raise prices on 
either side, particularly on the inner or 
urban side. There was also no doubt that 
if a city like London, encircled by a green 
belt, remained prosperous, the time might 
come when no open land was left for 
building in urban land areas. They had to 
allow for all the land that was demanded 
by new and modern roads, so it was neces- 
sary to look not only at land on the urban 
side but also at land beyond the green belt. 

There was no intention of repeating the 
urban sprawl on the other side. Any 
development there would be under close 
planning control. 

Generally speaking it was not true that 
values beyond the green belt were rising 
because not enough land there had been 
allocated to housing, thereby producing an 
artificial scarcity. Values had been rising 
because land there which had not been 
interesting to builders until lately was now 
becoming interesting. 

Beyond the green belt open country 
might stretch for miles. That was not to

In reducing costs, continued attention 
to details is also necessary. Recent sur- 
veys5), 2 show that, although cement 
may be saved by using properly designed 
concrete mixes, since such mixes are leaner 
and drier, the saving will probably be 
more than offset by the extra time and 
labour spent in supervising, placing and 
compacting. Overall economy is more 
likely to be achieved by the use of a con- 
crete with a slump between 2in. and 4in.

to ensure a high durability. 
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say that to bring down prices anyone 
should be allowed to build in it wherever 
he liked. 

At present only about 10 per cent of 
the whole land surface of England and 
Wales was built up and used for roads 
and railways and the like. But the in- 
crease in population, as well as the ines- 
capable demands of the modern world, 
meant that before the end of the 20th 
century that 10 per cent. might be 12 per 
cent, or more. 

The crux of the whole problem was to 
make sure that artificial land scarcities did 
not arise. There was no avoiding natural 
land scarcity when an area was fully 
developed. What the Government was 
doing, therefore, was to make sure that 
not only sufficient land was allocated for 
building beyond the green belt, but also 
to encourage the fullest use of land within 
the suburban areas on the inner side of the 
green belt. The responsibility for this lay 
in the first place with the planning 
authority. 

The 1947 Act, it was true, was based 
on counties and county boroughs as the 
planning areas, but these matters needed 
to be looked at on a regional as well as a 
county basis. That was what his Ministry 
planned to do. On top of their discussions 
with individual planning authorities they 
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officers. 

Mr. Brooke added that his aim in the 
next year was to settle definitely how each 
of the large overspill needs was to be met. 
He would not rule out the idea of develop- 
ment corporation machinery, and he did 
not rule out the idea of other new towns, 
though the search the London County

Sewage Disposal 

When the Minister was asked by Mr. 
Awbery if he would have an enquiry made 
to ascertain the best method for treating 
sewage before disposing of it into the sea, 
the Parliamentary Secretary, Sir Keith 
Joseph, replied that Mr. Brooke did not 
think expert medical opinion was divided 
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on the best methods of disposal, whether 
to the sea or otherwise. He therefore saw 
no need for an enquiry. It was up to the 
local authorities to make use of proved 
methods to remedy any defects in their 
existing systems. 


Slum Clearance 


Mr. Brooke informed Mr. Spriggs that 
about 650,000 houses remained to be 
cleared under the present slum clearance 
programmes of local authorities. The 
number of dwellings required to rehouse 
the occupants would probably be rather 
larger. He could make no estimate of the 
number of houses which local authorities 
might find it necessary to provide for general 
needs. But a substantial part of those 
needs could be met progressively from 


vacancies arising among the 3,250,000 
houses which local authorities already 
owned, 


Patent Office Building 


Questioned by Mr. Skeffington about the 
projected work on the South Bank to re. 
house the Patent Office and the National 
Scientific Library, the Minister of Works, 
Lord John Hope, said that the earliest date 
by which a building contract for this 
scheme could be let was 1963. 


Hospital Extension 


Replying to Mr. F. Noel-Baker, the Par- 
liamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Health, Miss E. Pitt, stated that the Oxford 
Regional Hospital Board was about to 
start detailed planning on an extension to 
Kingshill Maternity Hospital, Swindon. 


Darlington By-pass 


Mr. Slater asked the Minister of Trans- 
port when it was expected to commence 
work on the Darlington By-pass. 

In a written answer, the Joint Parlia- 
mentary Secretary. Mr. John Hay, said that 
it was now proposed to modify the scheme 
by extending the motorway southwards to 
include a by-pass of Barton. Construction 
would be put in hand as soon as the neces- 
sary preparatory work had been completed 
and funds were available. 


Road Markings 

Mr. Hay told Mr. Wingfield Digby that 
a yellow line marking on roads had been 
prescribed as an indication that loading 
and unloading were prohibited. In assess- 
ing visibility, it had been found that the 
texture of marking materials was more 
important than their colour. The Cats-eye 
reflectors widely used on roads in this 
country were considered to give the best 
definition of lines at night. 


NUCLEAR STATION SITES IN 
ANGLESEY 


Three suitable sites for nuclear power 
stations have been found by the Central 
Electricity Generating Board in Anglesey. 
They are Wylfa on the north coast of the 
island, Carmel at the north-west corner, 
and at Trefadog on the west coast. 

The Board have considered these sites 
together with that at Edern on the north 
coast of the Lleyn Peninsula and they have 
decided that when a second nuclear power 
station is required in North Wales they 
propose to seek permission to the 
development of the Wylfa site. Investiga- 
tion of nuclear power station sites has 
now been pushed ahead of immediate re- 
quirements as part of the process of build- 
ing up a longer term picture of generation 
possibilities.

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THREE-LEVEL SHOPPING PRECINCT IN £13M. 
AND CASTLE DEVELOPMENT 


ELEPHANT 


HAT is claimed to be the largest 

covered shopping precinct in the 

world is to be built as part of a £l4m. 

private development proposal for the 

Elephant and Castle Redevelopment 
Area, Southwark, London, S.E.1. 


The precinct will have three concourse 
levels, connected by ramps and escalators, 
and will extend along Newington Butts 
South side between the two roundabouts 
of the Elephant road redevelopment. Above 
it will rise a 170ft. high office block, pro- 
bably steel framed and providing 87,900 
sq. ft. of office space. There will be 
201,900 sq. ft. of shopping space and in 
two basement levels will be parking space 
for 154 cars. Pedestrians and vehicles will 
be completely separated. All service 
trafic and loading bays are concealed 
underground, 

The scheme, which is still subject to 
planning approval by Southwark B.C., has 
been prepared by Boissevain and Osmond, 
architects, 2 Field Court, Gray’s Inn, 
London, W.C.1, on behalf of the Willett 
Group of Companies who will carry out 
the construction. It was selected by the 
L.C.C.’s Town Planning Committee from 
36 proposals for development received after 
the 34-acre site had been advertised as 
available on building lease. 

From the 36 proposals a short list of 
five was chosen and the developers and 
architects were then invited to submit 
details amplifying their schemes and their 
financial offers. 

The Town Planning Committee reported 
to the recent Council meeting that the 
general quality and architectural standard 
of the 36 schemes were very high. They 
stated that in selecting the five schemes 
for further consideration “we fully 
recognised that we were passing over pre- 
liminary offers which were financially more 
attractive (although it may well have been 
that one or two of them would have been 
considerably reduced if planning standards 
were fully complied with) but we con 
sidered that we must ensure at the 
Elephant and Castle buildings of the 
highest architectural quality.” 

Of the four other schemes short-listed, 
three were based on a shopping centre 
designed on two levels, with a sunken 
concourse, with offices planned as two or 
three separate blocks. The fourth scheme 


showed a shopping centre based on a 
central square at pavement level, with the 
shops in two- or three-storey blocks and 
the offices all in one block. 
Heated Arcade 
The extensive shopping arcade of the 
successful scheme will be heated in winter 
and is covered by a great glass roof which 
can be slid back in the summer. It is 


level, which connects the subway systems 
and gives on to a sunken pedestrian con- 
course in front of the building. Pedestrians 
approaching from the bus stops or other 
pavements need only travel half a flight 
up or down by easy ramps to reach either 
of the two main floors. 

Internally the three floors are connected 
by escalators and staircases.

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PRE-PLANNING CUTS COST OF TELEPHONE 
EXCHANGE BUILDING 


New Ideas in Design 


YHE latest ideas on the layout and 
design of automatic telephone 
exchange buildings are demonstrated in 
the building which has just been com- 
pleted at Altrincham, Cheshire. 

The outstanding features of the building 
are that the accommodation requirements 
of a 10,000-line automatic telephone 
exchange have been met in about 60 per 
cent. of the area and less than half the 
cost of a scheme planned and designed on 
previously accepted lines; but without 
sacrificing operational efficiency or archi- 
tectural standards. 

This has been achieved by the closest 
co-operation between the Ministry of 
Works and the Post Office in the study of 
all aspects of the planning and design of 
telephone exchange buildings and by the 
application of the latest developments in 
telecommunications engineering. 

The contract was let to Pochin, Ltd., in 
October, 1959, on a firm-price basis. Work 





started on October 29, 1959, and was com- 
pleted on July 5, 1960, three weeks before 
time. Due to meticulous pre-planning 
there were virtually no variations on the 
contract. 

The final account is almost completed 
and the final cost is expected to be ap- 


proximately £23,000. This gives a cost 
per super. foot of the building of 
£2 17s. 6d. inclusive, and £2 6s. 6d. 


exclusive of external works, These figures 
exclude the cost of the lighting installa- 
tion. 

The project is the work of the Joint 
Post Office/Ministry of Works Research 
and Development Group set up by the 
Minister of Works and the Postmaster- 
General in 1957. The Group’s chairman 
is Mr. J. O. Stevens, F.R.I.B.A., super- 
intending architect, Ministry of Works, 
and the leading Post Office representative 
was Mr. W. K. MacKenzie, O.B.E., deputy 
regional director, who has since been 
succeeded by Mr. A. Crisswell.

GLASGOW WATER DEPARTMENT VISIT 


Both old and new installations of the 
Glasgow Corporation Water Department 
were recently visited by a party of about 
40 members of the Scottish Section of The 
Association of Waterworks Officers. 

The first place visited was the Buchley 
pumping station, situated about four miles 
on the north-east side of the city. This 
station, which was opened in 1950, com- 
prised part of the East Main Works, and 
pumps continuously at the rate of about 
17 m.g.d. to the east and south-easterly 
parts of the water area in a concrete lined 
cast-iron main of 36in., 30in. and 24in. 
diameters laid in the post-war period from 
the reservoirs at Milngavie to Castlemilk, 
approximately 20 miles in length and in- 
cluding a crossing over the River Clyde. 

The pumping station is of reinforced 
concrete-framed construction and contains 
four sets of electrically driven centrifugal 
pumps, each capable of delivering 7.5 
m.g.d. against a head of 160ft. The motors 


are rated at 280 b.h.p. the electric power 
being taken from the grid. 

From Buchley the party moved on to 
the Milngavie Works situated about eight 
miles north of the city where they in- 
spected the tunnel outlets from Loch 
Katrine, the Mugdock and Craigmaddie 
balancing reservoirs which hold about 12 
days’ supply to the city, together with the 
measuring weirs, etc. Other points of 
interest were the reservoir draw-off towers 
-the straining wells—chlorination and 
meter houses and other post-war works 
including the pipe tunnel linking up the 
10 36in. diameter trunk mains to the city. 

Further works inspected included the 
new water tower for supplying the neigh- 
bouring Barloch estate, together with the 
newly laid 60in. diameter by-pass which 
makes a direct connection from the Loch 
Katrine tunnel outlets to the 10 trunk 
mains supplying the city and thus by- 
passing the Mugdock reservoir for use in 
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£13M. RESERVOIR CONTRACT 
AWARDED A. E. FARR 


A CONTRACT worth about £1l3m, 
- has been placed with A. E. Farr, 
Ltd., Westbury, Wilts., for the con- 
struction of the Dovestone Reservoir, 
near Ashton, Lancs. Work will start 
early next month and will take about 
four years to complete. 


Included in the contract is the construc. 
tion of a 100ft. deep cut-off trench, ap. 
proximately 2,000ft. long, the placing of 
earth embankments with a puddle clay 
core, and the sinking of an 85ft. deep valve 
shaft. 

G. H. Hill and Sons, Manchester, are the 
consulting engineers for the scheme, which 
is promoted by the Ashton-under-Lyne, 
Stalybridge and Dukinfield District Water 
Board. 


DIRECT LABOUR PROPOSAL 
AT ROTHERHAM 


Rotherham B.C. have agreed that their 
Finance and General Purposes Committee 
be instructed to make recommendations to 
a future council meeting for the financing 
of a direct labour department. 

The chairman of the Building Works 
Committee told the Council that the repair 
and maintenance of corporation property 
called for such a department. Last year, 
he said, over £151,000 worth of work was 
carried out, including the painting of 1,500 
houses and the replacement of 351 fire- 
places. 

The council now had 9,000 houses under 
their care, and he hoped that in the near 
future a building works manager would be 
appointed. 


1.0.B. REVISE EXAMINATION 
STRUCTURE 


A new publication by the Institute of 
Builders, entitled Regulations and Sylla- 
buses for the Professional Membership 
Examinations, was introduced last week 
by the president, Mr. G. O. Swayne.

WHO BUYS HOUSES? 


A survey undertaken by the Co- 
operative Building Society shows that most 
people are under 34 when they purchase 
a house. About two-fifths of purchasers 
are between the ages of 25 and 34 and 
two-thirds between the ages of 25 and 44. 

Most people embark on house purchase 
with an income of under £15 and they 
buy a house costing under £1,800.  Pur- 
chase is spread over the whole range of 
occupational groups but salary earners 
purchase more new houses than wage 
earners. 

A large number of deposits are for less 
than £200—over one-half are below £300. 
The average loan is £1,440. 
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RESTORATION OF 17TH-CENTURY FLAMSTEED 
HOUSE AT GREENWICH 


F LAMSTEED HOUSE, Greenwich, a 
17th-century Wren building, with 
a 19th-century wing, has_ recently 
been restored and adapted as an ex- 
tension to the National Maritime 
Museum—a formidable task, compli- 
cated by the existence of much that was 
out of keeping with the Wren building. 


The decision to install an automatic gas- 
fired boiler for a new underfloor heating 
system meant that 19th-century chimney 
stacks, for instance, could be demolished 
without loss. The removal of some un- 
original balustrades at roof level has re- 
vealed the true form of the Wren consoles. 
Equally important, by dispensing with an 
external staircase, the replacement of 
one of the magnificent windows to the 
Octagon Room has been achieved. 

Another important piece of work in- 
volved the restoration of the shaped cup- 
olas to two flanking pavilions, one of which 
has had a wall rebuilt in matching facing 
bricks and incorporating a tombstone dis- 
covered in the grounds that commemorates 
the second Astronomer’ Royal, Dr. 
Edmund Halley. 

This particular pavilion has been given 
a new entrance and a circular bench seat 
placed inside will enable the visiting public 
to enjoy the view across the parkland from 
the shelter of a gazebo. The wrought-iron 
lamp holder here, as that of a wall bracket 
to light the main doorway, was designed 
and fashioned by Ministry of Works 
specialists. 


Self-contained Suite 


The other pavilion has been utilised to 
provide a small self-contained suite on 
three floors, as office accommodation for 
the museum curator. Between the two 
pavilions is a walled terrace which also had 
to be cleared of obstructions to provide an 
easy circulating area for visitors. Under- 
pinning of the foundations to the original 
Wren building was necessary. 

Other exterior work to the building in- 
cludes attention given to brickwork—in 
one place internal dry rot fungus had 
broken through the external wall-—and re- 
decoration. When attention was given to 
the quoins, it was discovered that those on 
the east pavilion were of wood, not stone; 





in fact, other pieces of architectural orna- 
ment had been prepared in a variety of 
materials but the general application of 
stone-coloured paint now disguises these 
differences. 

Internally, the decision to restore the 
residential portion as near as possible to 
its original state, making use of the Octa- 
gon Room and the 19th-century portion as 
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moulded cornice, that needed little in the 
way of repair, has been retained and the 
historical treatment of white and pastel 
blue decoration enhances the height of the 
room. Here, as elsewhere in the building, 
floor strengthening has been achieved by 
the insertion of steel and new timbers. 

The principal exhibition galleries to 
house astronomical instruments have been

museum galleries, determined the nature of 
the work to be carried out. 

From the main door, visitors can directly 
ascend, via the 17th-century staircase, to 
the Octagon Room which, in addition to 
the restored window, has had a second 
doorway opened up to permit access to a 
newly constructed staircase that now leads 
to the 19th-century extension. An original

fashioned out of a number of small rooms 
by removal of the old partitions. One 
such room, however, to be named the 
“Pond” Gallery, has been retained as an 
example of its kind. In it a fireplace with 
a carved wood and marble surround has 
been restored, and the chosen colour- 
scheme accentuates the period. A modern 
colour-scheme was selected for the principal 
galleries which have been fitted with ad- 
justable spotlights to allow for flexibility in 
the rearranging of exhibits. 


On a lower level still yet another gallery 
has been made by throwing a few small 
rooms into one and, again, steel beams had 
to be inserted to support the upper floors. 


Residential Quarters 


The residential quarters, which com- 
prise a series of four adjoining rooms on 
two floors, have had some later partitioning 
removed to restore the rooms to their 
original sizes. Wood panelling has been 
given attention throughout and decorated 
in a colour scheme appropriate to the age 
in which the dwelling was designed. Like- 
wise, new lighting wall brackets have been 
chosen from the design point of view to 
approximate to the contemporary style of 
the period. An interesting feature in the 
upper storey is the existence of ceiling 
beams which support and follow the shape 
of the Octagon Room above. 

Final stages, reached early this month, 
involved the reinstatement of the courtyard 
and Flamsteed’s walled garden.

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KHASM EL GIRBA DAM, SUDAN 
Tenders to be Invited 


YHE Ministry of Irrigation and Hydro- 
Electric Power of the Republic of the 
Sudan propose to invite tenders for the 
main civil engineering work for the Khasm 
El Girba dam scheme. This comprises 
the construction of a buttress concrete 
dam across the river channel, with earth 
dams on either flank, together with con- 
trol gates and other equipment. The con- 
crete dam will have a length of 350 metres 
and a maximum height of 55 metres above 
river bed level. The length of the earth 
embankments will be approximately 3.5 
kilometres. Associated works will consist 
of the construction of permanent and tem- 
porary housing with roads and sewers. 
In an advertisement appearing on page 
417 of this issue the Ministry are inviting 
applications from interested contractors. 


L.C.C.’s_ 1960/61 HOUSING 
ESTIMATES 


At their meeting on Tuesday, the L.C.C. 
were recommended to approve a capital 


estimate of £154m., for housing during 
1960-61. 
Of this total, which compares with 


£16.35m. last year, £23m. is for the acquisi- 
tion of land and £lljm. is for the 
erection of dwellings. Provision for over 
£lm. is included for the council’s agency 
work at Haverhill, Luton, Huntingdon and 
Thetford under the Town Development 
Act. 

The council’s maintenance estimates for 
the year total £20,962,700, representing an 
increase of £873,345 over last year which 
is partly due to the increased number of 
dwellings to be maintained. 


BIRMINGHAM EXPLAIN ROAD 
PROPOSALS 


A public meeting was arranged recently 
by Birmingham Corporation for the pur- 
pose of giving to local residents and traders 
details of the proposed £1,050,000 under 
pass scheme at Six Ways, Aston, on which 
work will probably commence within the 
next 18 months, 

The meeting was the second of its kind, 
and is part of a new policy being imple- 
mented by the Corporation in which large 
road schemes will be explained to people 
who may be affected by them. Other 
meetings will be held in connection with 
the improvement schemes elsewhere in 
the city. 


PROGRESS OF L.C.C. HOUSING 
OPERATIONS 


The Housing Committee of the L.C.C. 
report that since the war and up to 
March 31, 1960, sites totalling 8,632 acres 
had been approved for housing purposes. 

These sites provide space for 132,000 
new dwellings, of which 102,297 were built 
or under construction on that date. During 
the last financial year 4,169 dwellings were 
completed, compared with 5,513 for the 
previous year. 

Some 19,805 dwellings had been de- 
clared unfit or dealt with by agreements on 
March 31, 1960, under the post-war slum 
clearance programme. 


LOANS SANCTIONED 


During the quarter ended June 30, 1960, 
the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment sanctioned the following loans to 
local authorities in England and Wales: 
Housing (land, dwellings, roads, sewers, 
etc.) and advances and grants under Hsg.

and sewage disposal, £9,529,772:; water sup-

SHETLAND BRIDGES PROJECT 


ETLAND COUNTY COUNCIL have 
appointed Blyth and Blyth, the Edin- 
burgh consulting civil engineers, to survey 
and prepare designs for bridges to link the 
mainland of Shetland to the islands of 
Trondra and Burra.

Last year, Sunderland Borough Council's 
public works department obtained £252,000 
worth of work through competitive tender 
ing with private enterprise contractors. 

Mr. Stephen Stone, public works man 
ager, reports in his annual review that 
during the year there was an average 
weekly issue of maintenance work orders 
to the department of 1,418 and an average 
of 1,340 orders a week were completed. 

Twenty-three building contracts were 
completed during the year and 16 civil 
engineering jobs were finished. At present, 
six building contracts—including the first 
phase of the South Johnson Street Tech- 
nical College-—-and nine civil engineering 
contracts have yet to be begun.

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OFFICE BLOCK BUILT OVER STATION APPROACH 
AT MIDDLESBROUGH 


FOUR-STOREY office block re- 

cently completed at Middlesbrough 
station for the Tees-side Traffic Man- 
ager of British Railways has its main 
wing projecting over the station ap- 
proach road, entirely supported off the 
ground on four columns to form a 
bridge span with an underpassage for 
vehicles and pedestrians. 

The construction of the building, known 
as Zetland House, follows contemporary 
practice in employing the shell-frame prin- 
ciple, in which the main weight of the 
building is supported on a steel frame, 
giving floor areas free from structural fix- 
tures. The heaviest stresses occur in the 
52ft. clear span between the four support- 
ing columns that carry the projecting wing, 
and in the 30ft. adjoining span between the 
centre columns and the main block. 

These stresses are carried on special 
5ft. deep reconditioned bridge girders re- 





covered from a former railway bridge. The 
four supporting columns, each carrying up 
to 200 tons, have as their central core 
special universal beam sections of a new 
type, supplied by Dorman Long and Co., 
Ltd., encased in reinforced concrete. 

Floors are formed of prestressed precast 
concrete beams, and floor screeds are of 
light vermiculite concrete laid to a depth 
of 3in., topped with 3/16in. thermoplastic 
tiles. Corridors, halls and the control 
room have a #in. cork tile finish-sealed 
after laying. 

The external walls are of cavity construc- 
tion. The facing panels used on the inter- 
vening levels between the windows on each 
floor are of 2in. precast exposed aggregate 
containing a mixture of Derbyshire spar 
and Criggion granite. Windows are of 
steel throughout, specially manufactured of 
medium universal section, with silver 
anodised aluminium fittings. 

The inner leaf of the walls is of 4in.

The tenants seem to be happy in the 
new houses and the urban council has 
expressed its warm appreciation of what 
has been done. 

Donaghadee. Part of one side of Moat 
Street was rebuilt in 1956 and 48 houses 
were demolished. The rebuilding of the 
other side of the street had to be deferred 
but work has now started on 28 houses 
which will complete the scheme. 

Portaferry. The redevelopment of Ann 
Street was carried out in 1959 and tenants 
of the unfit houses on this site and in 
Steel-Dickson Avenue were rehoused, It 
is hoped to place a contract in the year 
1960/61 for the rebuilding of 20 houses 
on the ground cleared in Steel-Dickson 
Avenue. 

Richhill. Richhill has an active and 
well-informed town committee which is 
deeply interested in the improvement of 
the village and the redevelopment was 
undertaken after consultation with the 
committee. Although it is a small scheme 
of only 20 houses, it is of great importance 
to the village as it forms part of the central 
Square. The Trust’s architects designed 
this group of buildings with great care so 


as to harmonize with the 18th 
architecture of the village. The result is 
a pleasing blend of old and new. 

House Types 

Every site has to be planned according 
to its natural features, but standard types 
of houses and flats can be used in different 
combinations on various sites. Exceptions 
to this may be redevelopment schemes such 
as Richhill where houses and flats are de- 
signed specially for the site, 

The Trust’s technical staff is constantly 
redesigning the standard types and, in the 
past year, the most important new design 
to come into use is a three-bedroomed, 
one-living-room house with a _ dining- 
kitchen to replace that known as the K 
type. This new house (known in the 
Trust as 57A) has proved popular with 
tenants. By variation in design it is pos- 
sible to provide in the same terrace, the 
basic type, three-bedroom houses with 
larger bedrooms or four-bedroom houses, 
or a combination of the three. At present 
the basic type is let at 2ls., the larger 
three-bedroom house at 22s. and the four- 
bedroom house at 23s. 6d. per week. 

The Trust has also continued to build 
the larger house with two living-rooms

sulating type. Interior partitions between 
offices are light demountable units, the 
steel frame construction of the building 
making structural fixtures unnecessary. The 
units are of standard 4ft. size and have 
vertical chases to accommodate electrical 
and telephone conduits. 

Suspended ceilings of 2ft. square asbestos 
bound panels backed with insulated quilt 
afford fire protection to the steel beams. 
The internal stanchions are likewise en- 
cased in a double thickness of asbestos 
insulating board. 

An oil-fired low-pressure central heating 
boiler plant and fuel tanks are located in a 
basement boiler room. This serves the 
entire group of station buildings as well as 
the new office block and for this reason it 
was one of the first parts to be completed. 
It was actually in use throughout the 
winter and materially assisted the early 
completion of the office accommodation. 

Zetland House, with its long continuous 
windows on each floor, presents a striking 
modern appearance beside the weathered 
Gothic of the station buildings. The rear 
view of the building is eaually impressive, 
the most striking feature being a deep 
mullioned window that runs the full height 
of the building to admit light to the stair- 
well. 

The building, which provides 19,500 sq. 
ft. of office space, was designed in the 
architect’s office of the chief civil engineer 
of the North-Eastern Region of British 
Railways, York. Assistance in  prepar- 
ing the working drawings was given by 
Brierley, Leckenby and Keighley, Lendal, 
York. The main contractors were Richard 
Costain, Ltd.

N.F.B.T.E. PRESIDENT ATTACKS SHODDY BUILDING 


** Increase Over 


PEAKING last week at the half- 
yearly meeting of the Northern 
Counties Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, the national president, Mr. 
D. E. Woodbine Parish, said: 

“I do not think that the recent increase 
in Bank Rate should cause building firms 
to lose their confidence in the future. 
There is plenty of work in hand and the 
long-term outlook suggests that the build- 
ing programme will continue at a high 
level. 

“There is, however, one aspect of our 
industry today which should, I consider, 
give all of us cause for concern. It is 
the noticeable increase over recent months 
in what I can only describe as shoddy 
building. 


“We have all seen evidence of it in

brickwork, plasterwork, painting and 
joinery. Most of it is perpetrated by firms 
and organisations which have no real roots 
in the building industry and consequently 
have little or no regard for its prestige 
and well-being. They are concerned only 
with ‘getting by’ with the lowest admissible 
standards of workmanship, with doing the 
job in minimum time and with making 
the maximum profit, regardless of the 
plight in which the client or building owner 
may subsequently be left. 


“TI want to say emphatically that member 
firms of the National Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Employers are in no circum- 
stances prepared to lower their standards 
of integrity, competence and performance 
to counter the kind of competition that 
firms of not.altogether reputable character 
introduce. We stand by the maxim of

Talking of Safety 
b 


A’ a recent meeting I heard a safety 
worker say: “If you want people 
to replace guards, fix them in such a 
way that they’re more of a nuisance 
when they’re off than when they are in 
position.” At which a member of the 
audience asked: “What happens if 
somebody falls over the guard?” And 
the speaker—-who had evidently had 
that thrown at him before—promptly 
replied: “The injury he receives will be 
less than any he would get if he were 
trapped in the machine.” 

One of the audience rose to his feet. 

“T think that’s a very questionable sug- 
gestion,” he said. “Mr. Hopkins cannot 
possibly be certain that falling over a guard 
will be less dangerous than coming into 
contact with a machine. Does the speaker 
seriously consider that a deliberate hazard 
should be created in order to draw atten- 
tion to a more remote one?” 

“Yes,” said the speaker, “I do.” And 
he sat down. 

Naturally there was quite a debate on 
this point, because even on contract work 
theyquestion of machinery guards is one 
which crops up frequently. We may not 
all agree with ‘“ tough” methods such as 
the one under discussion, but most em- 
ployers recognise the necessity for keeping 
machines guarded, and are well aware of 
the difficulties entailed. Talking about it 
after the meeting, Peter Walker, our site 
engineer, said: 

“Some people seem to think that site 
machinery is a lot safer than factory plant. 
You and I know that’s damn silly, of 
course, but how can we explain it to the 
site worker without actually shoving him 
through the cogs? What do we do about 
it?” 

“Well, we send our foremen to safety 
training courses,” I answered, “and we 
talk to them about the dangers of site 
machinery and we hope they’ll pass it on 
to their underlings.” 

“T know—like Old Ted, the chap you 
were niggling at a few weeks ago! Until 
he started work with us, the only guards 
Ted had ever heard about were either in 
the army or else blowing whistles on rail- 
way platforms. He still thinks you were 
pulling his leg about fixing guards over 
the gears on a hand winch. Anyway, what 
does the Law say about it?” 

“Very briefly, it lays down certain rules 
for particular classes of machinery— 
woodworking machinery, for example. 
Machinery in general is covered by sec-

tions 14 to 17 of the 1937 Factories Act 
and Building Regulations 85 and 86. These 
tell us that flywheels, all moving parts of 
engines and motors, all transmission 
machinery, and dangerous parts of other 
machines have to be fenced—with certain 
exceptions which I needn’t go into just 
now. In addition, all power operated 
machinery used on building jobs has to be 
constructed in such a way that the dan- 
gerous parts are guarded—-again with one 
or two exceptions.” 

“ Are the dangerous parts actually speci- 
fied?” 

“Yes, in Building Regulation 86. The 
list includes the things I’ve already men- 
tioned—flywheels, shafting and so on—also 
couplings, gearing, belt or chain drives, 
and projecting screws, bolts and keys. And, 
incidentally, if the supplier of the machine 
forgets to guard any of the specified items 
it’s still our duty as contractors to have 
guards fitted.” 

“You mentioned that guards have to be 
fitted to dangerous parts of other machines, 
whether they are power-operated or not. 
How do you decide whether a part is dan- 
gerous or not?” 

“T’m afraid it’s quite impossible to give 
you an all-embracing definition. It’s really 
a matter of common sense. What we tell 
the people at our training courses is this: 
If in doubt—fit a guard, and if you think 
it could only be harmful if someone were 
being downright stupid—fit a guard just 
the same, because some stupid so-and;so 
will come along sooner or later. Guards 
aren’t just for the benefit of people who 
behave sensibly. And don’t forget that 
men have been known to faint or trip 


over things, and fall against working 
machines. 
“That brings me to another point. 


Machinery guards must be sufficiently 
robust to withstand knocks and bumps. 
If provision is made for detaching them, 
see that the fastenings are really secure 
when the guards are in place. Nowadays 
we go in for fitted guards, shaped to the 
bits of machinery they are intended to 
fence, rather than large over-all en- 
closures.” 

“IT notice that some guards are made of 
sheet metal and others, wire mesh. Do the 
regulations specify either type?” 

“No; that’s a question of suitability. 
Sheet metal guards are strong but they are 
relatively heavy and expensive, and they 
mask the parts they’re fencing. Some- 
times it’s desirable to see what’s going on 
inside, and where points have to be oiled 
it is safer to poke the spout through the 
mesh than to remove it. Where. greasing 
has to be done, it is better to bring ex- 
tension tubes outside the fencing. The 


sizes of wire mesh are covered by British 
Standard Specification, but the rule is to 
make sure that the mesh is small enough 
to keep busy fingers out of harm’s way!” 
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DEVELOPMENT OF RUBBERISED 
ROAD CONTINUES 


CCORDING to the 1959 annual 
report of the Natural Rubber 
Development Board—now renamed The 
Natural Rubber Bureau—good progress 
is being made in the development of 
the rubberised road. 

“In countries such as the United King- 
dom the emphasis is on limited-access 
high-speed motorways, ring roads, 
by-passes and the like; in the less 
populated or less developed countries 
the requirement is for serviceable all- 
weather roads which can be cheaply con- 
structed and maintained.” 

The report says that rubber has much 
to offer each type of highway, although it 
may well be that its most significant con- 
tribution will be the low cost road. 


Research 


In the United Kingdom the research 
scheme in which the Board, the British 
Rubber Producers’ Research Association 
and the British Government’s Road 
Research Laboratory co-operate, con- 
tinued during the year. This was supple- 
mented by work in the U.S.A. on methods 
of incorporating latex into bitumen. 
Further positive results were recorded. 

In Australia, a promising new process 
for preparing a rubber solution for road use 
from smoked sheet dissolved in power 
—— was developed on an experimental 
scale. 

The report concludes: “Prospects for 
1960 appear extremely good. In the 
United Kingdom rubber has been used in 
the new Birmingham inner ring road. In 
New Zealand several installations are pro- 
jected including the airport at Dunedin, 
and the Malayan Government has an- 
nounced its intention of expending ap- 
proximately £100,000 on rubberising 20 
miles of roads.” 


BUILDING SAFETY 
COURSE 


A residential safety training course for 
safety officers in the building and civil 
engineering industries will be held from 
November 13-18, by the Royal Society for 
the Prevention of Accidents. 

Both theoretical and practical aspects 
will be covered by the course. As well as 
lectures on saféty organisation, causes of 
accidents, scaffolding, lifting appliances 
and demolitions, there will be practical 
lectures on the features of building work 
which lend themselves to demonstration. 

The course will be held at the Civil 
Defence Staff College at Sunningdale, 
Berks., and the inclusive fee will be £25.

AYLESBURY TO FORM DIRECT 
LABOUR DEPARTMENT 


An assurance that their proposed direct 
labour department would tender in “ fair 
competition” with private enterprise was 
given by Aylesbury Housing Committee toa 
recent deputation from the Aylesbury and 
District Association of Building Trades 
Employers. 

The Committee told the builders that 
the results of tendering and the eventual 
cost of the houses built by direct labour 
would be made available to the public. 
They also assured the builders that they 
had carefully considered all the problems 
before deciding to embark on a direct 
labour house-building programme. _ [f, 
after all costs had been charged against 
the contract, the Council found that they 
could not build houses economically, both 
from the aspect of initial cost and main- 
tenance, the building of houses by direct 
labour would be discontinued. 
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AUSTRALIAN MARKET FOR 
BRITISH EXPORTS 


HE economic history of Australia was 
not uniformly happy in the early 
1950’s, inflation being one of the chief 
culprits. Balance of payments difficulties 
with consequent import restrictions were 
present until the second half of 1959, when 
the position was eased. Restrictions were 
removed from all but about 200 categories 
and even most of these have qualified for 
increased quotas. 

In this changed situation British ex- 
porters are faced with the opportunity not 
only to increase their sales to Australia 
but also to recapture that share of the 
trade which was lost to other suppliers in 
recent years, states the G.E.C. Export 
Gazette. This will not be easy with com- 
petitors ranging from the dollar area to 
Europe, West Germany in particular, as 
well as the traditional one, Japan. Textiles 
are an especially strong Japanese line. 

There is, moreover, the alternative course 
of direct investment in Australia now that 
it is an expanding market with comparative 
political stability and security. United 
Kingdom companies already have over 500 
branches and subsidiaries there and Britain 
is estimated to have supplied £A520m. (63 
per cent.) of £A819m. of private foreign 
capital invested in Australia in the last 
12 years, while the United States contri- 
buted £A214m. (26 per cent.). There are 
new opportunities for the British exporter 
of goods and capital. 


FRENCH TO BUILD PERSIAN 
DAM 


A French group comprising the com- 
panies, Entreprises de Dragages et de 
Tavaux Publics and Ets. Billard, have been 
awarded a $27m. contract by the Persian 
Government for the construction of a dam 
on the Latian river. The dam will take 
six years to complete and will provide 
irrigation, power and drinking water for 
the Teheran area. 


CANADIAN HEAD 


AYLOR WOODROW (CANADA), 
LTD., have been awarded a contract 
valued at over $900,000 (about £325,000) 
for a new head office building for the 
Ontario Hospital Association, at Fleming- 
don Park, North York, near Toronto. 
The building, in three storeys and base- 
ment (with parking area for about 50 cars), 
will have a structural steel frame, 147ft. by 
88ft. with precast concrete Moors and roof 
slab, and metal external curtain walling.

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NEW ZEALAND MOTORWAY 
PLAN 


HE National Roads Board of New 

Zealand have accepted, in principle, 

the need to plan an express motorway into 

Wellington city, but “much more detailed 

engineering and economic study must be 
made including traffic studies.” 

The Ministry of Works, working with 
the Wellington City Council’s engineering 
staff, have made preliminary studies of a 
motorway route from Thorndon to the 
Basin Reserve via the Tinakori Road area. 
The Director of Roading, Mr. P. L. Laing 
said recently that about 290 houses would 
be involved in present thinking on the 
motorway. The acquisition of land would 
cost about £2m. 

An alternative solution of an elevated 
roadway along the existing quays had been 
proposed. Overhead roadways, however, 
had not worked out well. Neither of the 
schemes could be expected to proceed 
immediately, but it was important that a 
decision should be inade between them in 
order that lesser works to give traffic relief 
over the next eight to 10 years could be 
intelligently planned, said Mr. Laing. 


SOUTH AFRICAN 
PLANS 


BUILDING 


Plans for proposed building erection, 
additions and alterations passed by muni- 
cipalities in the 18 principal urban areas 
of the Union of South Africa are reported 
by Barclays Bank D.C.O. to be valued at 
a slightly higher figure in May than in 
the previous month. 

The Bank adds, however, that the figure 
is still some £420,000 lower than the best 
month’s total so far this year, i.e., the 
£5.6m. attained in March. The rise over 
April levels is confined almost entirely to 
plans passed for flats and other dwellings, 
excluding houses. 

The May total of £5.2m. is stated by the 
Bank to bring the total of building plans 
passed for the first five months of the 
year to £24.8m., against the £24.lm,. in

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BUILDING BLOCKS MADE 
FROM SOIL 


( flicials of the Western Nigerian Govern. 

ment recently attended a demon- 
stration in Ibadan of a small portable 
machine for making cheap building blocks 
from local soil or from moistened rubble 
from demolished mud houses and a small 
proportion of cement. 

The machine is made by the Ibec 
Housing Corporation of South America 
and is called the Cinva-Ram. It is expected 
to retail in the region for about £50, 

The aim of introducing the machine into 
Western Nigeria is to establish small local 
industries which will provide stronger and 
cheaper building materials, using local 
materials, for the rural areas. The Cinva- 
Ram is operated by four men and can pro- 
duce 600 building blocks in a normal 
working day at the cost of a half-penny 
each, including labour and cement. It is 
estimated that about 5,000 blocks are 
required to build a normal four-roomed 
house in Western Nigeria. 


MINE SHAFT CONTRACT 
IN SOUTH AFRICA 


The Cementation Co. (Africa) (Pty,), 
Ltd., have been awarded the first contract 
for shaft sinking to be given to an outside 
contractor in the history of South African 
mining. 

The mine concerned belongs to O’Ikiep 
Copper Co. in Namaqualand, Cape 
Province. A 17ft. diameter ventilation 
shaft has now been completed to a depth 
of 1,987ft., and on August 1, the main 
shaft will be started. This will be 20ft. 
finished diameter, fully concrete lined 
from surface to 3,000ft. 


AUSTRALIAN WHARF PROJECT 


London consulting engineers, G. Mausell 
and Partners, have put forward a novel 
plan for the construction of the main 
wharves for the proposed deep water port 
at Broome, on the north-west corner of 
Western Australia. 

In a report submitted to the State 
Government, they propose that concrete 
boxes, 140ft. long, 40ft. wide and 35ft. deep, 
and weighing 2,400 tons each, should be 
made at Fremantle and towed the 1,300 
miles to Broome. Five would be needed 
for the main wharf and three for the basin. 
The report says towage costs would be 
reasonable. 


PORTUGUESE PULP MILL 


A second pulp mill for the Caima Pulp 
Co., Ltd., of Oporto is under construction 
at Constancia in the south of Portugal. 
It is being planned and co-ordinated by 
Boving and Co., Ltd., London, who are 
also supplying the pulp process machinery. 

The boiler plant is being supplied by 
Babcock and Wilcox, Ltd., and the elec- 
trical generating plant and power distribu- 
tion is being carried out by A.E.I. Export, 
Ltd. Initially the mill will produce 20,000 
tons of easy bleaching sulphite eucalyptus 
pulp a year, but there are plans for a later 
extension which will more than double 
this capacity.

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SHORTAGE OF TIPPERS IN 
CENTRAL SCOTLAND 


From Our Scottish Correspondent 


HE extensive development work in 
Lanarkshire, including the new strip 
mill and other steel industry developments, 
has resulted in an acute shortage of tipping 
fleets in that part of Scotland. Contractors 
who specialise in this work are now re- 
organising and developing their fleets and 
are generally receiving approval for such 
moves. The situation is such that a con- 
siderable number of large-scale projects 
are short of plant and that all contrac- 
tors in this sphere have more work than 
they can handle. 


Applications have been heard by the 
Scottish Licensing Authority to increase 
the numbers of vehicles available and in 
general these are being granted. At 
Glasgow recently, Bernard Brogan, Ltd., of 
Motherwell, one specialist in site work, was 
granted a new licence covering six extra 
vehicles of 254 tons to be employed on sites 
within 35 miles of base as a method of 
meeting the shortage. Mr. James Brogan, 
a director of the applicant firm, said that 
all the tipping fleets in this area were very 
fully employed and that subcontracting had 
become even more difficult than before. 
They themselves received numerous appli- 
cations for assistance from other tipping 
fleet owners but were quite unable to 
assist. Mr. W. Quin, Scottish Licensing 
Authority, granted the application on the 
grounds of shortage of tippers in their 
area and the fact that an excessive amount 
of work was developing which could not 
be handled by the existing fleets. 


This situation indicates the very strong 
contracting and constructional situation in 
Central Scotland arising from major pro- 
jects such as Colvilles strip mill, the British 
Motor Corporation project and many other 
smaller but still considerable undertakings 
now in progress in the area. 


AUTOMATIC VERTICAL 
WELDING PROCESS 


Rockweld, Ltd., Commerce Way, 
Croydon, Surrey, are to introduce into this 
country the Comatic automatic process for 
the vertical welding of thin plates in mild 
and low alloy steels. It will weld plates 
down to Hin. thick. 

The principle of operation is that the 
wire and parent plate are melted by an arc, 
the weld being protected by CO2 gas. 
The molten weld metal is contained by 
water-cooled copper shoes, located on 
opposite faces of the plate being welded 
and traversing upwards as welding pro- 
ceeds. 

The machine consists of a vertical frame 
with two tracks which carry the welding 
head carriage. This carriage is equipped 
with a wire feed roll drive, a wire drum, a 
vertical traverse drive mechanism, an ad- 
justable wire guide oscillation device, and 
fixtures for carrying the copper shoes. 
Controls and meters are incorporated 
in a cabinet attached on top of the carriage. 
The column, which is fitted with a lifting 
lug at the top, clamps directly onto the 
workpiece which itself supports the frame. 


In operation, the CO2 are gives the 
necessary side wall penetration with a 
small gap. When thin plates are being 
welded the wire is fed in centrally between 
the plates; for heavier plates the wire is 
made to oscillate across the thickness of 
the material. 


The power requirement is a standard, 
drooping characteristic, welding generator 
or . transformer/rectifier equipment of 
similar characteristic fitted with current 
control only, are voltage control being 
fitted to the welding.

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DEMAND FOR BRITISH COLUMBIA 
TIMBERS IN BRITAIN 


From a Correspondent 


AGARST the background of indus- 
trial expansion and accelerating 
housing activity, which together promise 
a record post-war level for softwood 
consumption this year, imports of 
British Columbia timbers are expected 
to be about 100,000 standards heavier 
than in 1959. Winter and spring ship- 
ments from the Pacific Coast showed a 
marked improvement and are now 
helping to fill gaps which have appeared 
in the country’s stocks. 

Douglas fir still takes first place among 
Canada’s deliveries, but in recent months 
British importers have shown keen interest 
in Pacific Coast hemlock, both sawn stock 
and building timber surfaced to Canadian 
Lumber Standards (C.L.S.). Trade in 
Western red cedar, British Columbia’s 
other major export, exhibits a vigour all 
its own and consumption is_ steadily 
increasing. Last year saw the highest ever 
import of cedar from British Columbia. 
Present indications are that there will be 
a further increase of 50 per cent. this year 
over the 1959 figure. Popular uses for 
cedar include greenhouses, toolsheds, 
summerhouses, exterior cladding for homes 
and schools, shop-fronts, door core-stock, 
fencing and panelling. 


Timber Engineering 


Douglas fir continues to occupy a pre- 
eminent position in large-scale timber 
engineering, and is used more widely than 
any other timber for glued laminated con- 
struction. A report recently received by 
the B.C.L.M.A. from Kingston (Architec- 
tural Craftsmen), Ltd., one of the leading 
concerns in this field, indicates that 
Douglas fir has been used in carrying out 
some 400 contracts involving the use of 
glued laminated timbers. 

Among the more interesting contracts 
recently executed by this Hull enterprise 
is a new electricity depot for British Rail- 
ways at Manchester. This project called 


for the fabrication and erection of the 
entire timber framework for a maintenance 
shed, stores and workshops. Glu-lam 
work covered the production of 23 arches 
and five beams of Douglas fir. 


Hemlock 


Pacific Coast hemlock has been used 
extensively in the construction of the 
conoid shell roof for the new Oxford Road 
Station at Manchester. Glued laminated 
edge beams, ceilings and the free-standing 
office block within the station concourse 
were all constructed with this B.C. timber. 
All timber engineering work was carried 
out by Tinker and Young, Ltd., Man- 
chester, to designs prepared by British 
Railways in collaboration with the Timber 
Development Association.

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News from the Boardroom 


POST-WAR changes in the availability 
and price of coal have had a severe 
impact on the gas industry, so much g0 
that it is being compelled by the mere 
struggle for survival to exploit other means 
of gas production. How is this trend 
affecting the tar distillers? In his state. 
ment presented at the recent annual 
meeting of the Midland Tar Distillers, 
Ltd., Mr. R. B. Robinson, chairman, said 
it was certainly true that their supplies of 
crude tar had now passed their peak, 
Nonetheless, they expected to continue to 
receive supplies at something like the 
present rate from a number of orthodox 
carbonising plants which would continue 
to process coal for a long time to come, 
The new methods of gas production would 
undoubtedly make headway, but as far as 
they were concerned they did not expect 
the effect to be as large as it might be 
in other areas. Faced with a supply of 
raw material which was, to put it at the 
highest, static, they could no longer expect 
the automatic expansion involved by in- 
creasing supplies of tar and they must 
intensify their efforts in exploiting the tar 
they had got and extending their chemical 
manufacturing interests. 


THE Blue Circle Group of Companies, 
the largest cement organisation in the 
world, is facing the biggest expansion pro- 
gramme in its history in this country, 
Their target is to increase output by 
1,000,000 tons a year by the early part of 
1963. This statement is made in a 
“Review of 1959” distributed by the Group 
to all empoyees and shareholders of The 
Associated Portland Cement Manufac- 
turers, Ltd., The British Portland Cement 
Manufacturers, Ltd., and Alpha Cement, 
Ltd. Last year, the Group’s total cement 
deliveries were 9,904,218 tons, which in- 
cluded 2,262,013 tons from works over- 
seas in which it is interested.

Approximately 117m. bags were 
made at Blue Circle works—despite the 
fact that 334° of the home trade tonnage 
of cement was delivered in bulk, for which 
no bags are required.
